The  first,  presently  known,  Binkley  to  arrive  in  the  "New  World"  is  found 
mentioned  in  Rupp's  Thirty  Thousand  Names,  P.  436,  where  a  reference  is  made  to  the 
arrival  of  JOHANNES  BINKLEY  and  Felix  Landis  during  1719,  and  also  in  Rupp's  His¬ 
tory  of  Lancaster  County,  Penna.  P.  270-1.  It  is  written  down  that  Johannes 
Pinkley  was  "Naturalized  during  the  year  1733". 

From  other  sources  of  information  it  would  appear  that  this  Johannes  came  to 
Americanfrom  the  Canton  Bern,  Switzerland,  along  with  a  party  of  emigrants,  which 
included  the  Landis  and  Herr  families;  his  wife  may  have  been  one  of  the  Herr 
family.  It  seems  quite  clear  that  this  party  found  settlement  in  a  locality  then 
known  as  "Old  Hickory",  nearby  to  the  present  city  of  Lancaster,  and  now  being  the 
Twps.  of  Lampeter  and  Manor,  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  These  Binkleys' 
spread  over  into  the  Twp.  of  Manheim  during  the  course  of  time,  and  there  is  now 
a  small  community  there  called  Binkley.  It  is  not  knoiv/n  at  this  time,  if  these 
Binkleys'  were  related,  or  a  connection,  of  those  of  the  name  to  be  dealt  with 
hereafter,  but  at  this  time  it  would  seem  that  there  were  no  blood  ties,  this  side 
of  Europe,  at  least,  and  it  would  appear  that  they  were  of  the  Mennonite  and  Dunk- 
ard  faith,  although  there  are  many  Binkleys'  found  in  the  Records  of  the  Trinity 
Lutheran  Church  of  Lancaster  city,  1780-1846.

According  to  Historian  Rupp,  on  P.  100  of  his  Thirty  Thousand  Names,  the  next 
Binkley  to  arrive  at  the  port  of  Philadelphia,  was  HANS  MICHAEL  PINGLEY.  who 
arrived  Aug.  26th,  1735  on  the  ship  Billander-Oliver,  Samuel  Marchant,  master; 
who  described  his  charges  as  "Switzers,  late  inhabitants  of  the  Canton  Berne, 
Switzerland",  and  then  in  S trass burger-Hink 's  Pennsylvania  German  Pioneers,  P.  152 
of  Vol.  I,  List  40A,  it  is  recorded  that  "Hans  Pinkley  was  qualified  by  taking 
the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  government  on  Aug.  26,  1735",  and  in  list  40B  he  is 
written  down  as  Hans  Mich'l  Pingle,  and  on  list  40C,  he  is  Hans  Michel  Bingley,  and 
with  others,  is  described  as  "Switzers  from  Canton  Berne",  by  Capt.  Samuel  Marchant.

The  next  arrival  is  recorded  in  Strassburger-Hink 's  Penna.  German  Pioneers,  P. 
163,  List  42A,  Capt.  Samuel  Marchant  again,  on  the  ship  Princess  Augusta,  arrived 
at  Philadelphia  and  qualified  a  number  of  persons  on  his  ship,  Sept.  16,  1736,  des¬ 
cribing  them  as  "Palatines",  and  this  group  included,  Potter  Pinkley.  Petter 
Pinkelie.  Hance  Pinkelie.  and  Hance  Pinkelie.  In  list  42B,  P.  164,  they  are  put 
down  as  Petter  Binckluv,  Petter  Pinkelie.  Hans  Pinkelie.  and  Hance  Pinkelie. 

List  42C,  P.  166-7,  list  them  as  Pieter  Pinckly.  Peter  Blngly.  Hance  Binckly. 
and  Hance  Binckly.  Junior,  as  imported  on  ship  Princess  Augusta,  and  in  Capt. 

Samuel  Marchants  report  he  names  them  as  "  1st.  Petter  Pinckley.  age  28  yrs. 

"2nd.  Petter  Pinkelie.  age  32  yrs. "1st.  Hance  Pinkelie.  age  41  yrs.  2nd.  lance 
Pinkelie .  age  18  yrs.

It  would  appear  that  the  Binkleys*  were  located  mostly  in  Lower  Heidel¬ 
berg  Twp.  of  Berks  Co.  during  the  period  1750-1770  where  they  are 
found  in  the  records  of  the  St.  Johns  (  Haines)  Ref.  Church  of  Werners- 
ville,  and  also  to  &ome  extent  in  the  records  of  Muddy  Creek,  Ref.  Ch. 
of  E.  Cocalico  Twp.  Lancaster  Co.,  and  from  the  late  1790's  on  they  are 
found  in  the  records  of  the  Swamp  Ref.  Church  of  Little  Cocalico,  W. 
Cocalico  Twp.  Lancaster  Co. 

It  is  thought  that  the  above  Heinrich  Binckley,  (the  writer's  great, 
great  grandfather)  probably  changed  his  location  during  the  1770 's  to 
Cocalico  Twp.,  Lancaster  Co.  where  he  owned  land,  some  of  which  lay  in 
Berks  Co.  (Deed  book  B,  Vol  2,  Pa.  145,  Lancaster  Co.)

It  is  established  that  Peter,  age  32,  did  become  connected  with  the 
Moravian  Church  and  left  Penna.  during  1772  for  the  Moravian  settlement  of 
Wachovia  in  No.  Carolina.  But  it  is  suspected  that  some  of  his  children  re¬ 
mained  behind,  since  there  are  Binkle's  found  in  the  Moravian  Comm.  &  Cong., 
Graceham,  Md.  1763-1774.  Peter  was  born  March  2,  1704,  Kuckischberg,  Canton 
Berne,  Switzerland;  father  was  Christian  and  his  mother,  a  widow,  later  moved 
to  Alsac,  where  Peter  married  Maria  Werle,  who  was  born  at  Steinthal,  Alsac 
on  Oct.  28,  1704.

This  is  first  showing  of  Grt.  grt.  grandfather  Heinrich,  and  the 
very  interesting  point  is  that  MARX  BINCKLY  was  the  witness  here,  and 
not  married  at  that  time,  19  yrs.  of  age^  (  bj  1748)  and  his  first  show¬ 
ing  on  the  records.  Have  done  considerable  work  on  the  Canadian  line  of 
Binkleys',  of  which  Marx  was  the  original  ancestor  in  Canada,  having 
settled  in  Ontario  1798-1800  (exact  date  not  yet  established).  Marx 
evidently  joined  the  movement  of  Mennonite  people  from  Penna,  to  the 
Waterloo  Dist.  of  Ontario  after  the  Rev.  War,  He  was  not  a  Mennonite 
or  United  Empire  Loyalist  (Torry),  as  is  claimed  by  some  people  presently.

Pleasant  Hall  Cem. ,  Lurgan  Twp.,  Franklin  County.  Though  his  wife  is  named  as 
Magdalene  in  this  record  and  Catherine  in  the  will  Peter  made  Jan.  21,  I848;  prote. 
April  10,  1855,  and  in  which  he  names  his  "son  Henry  Binkley".  "Catherine  Nickles. 
Catherine  Martin  and  Polly  Finfrock".  Peter  Holler  and  Wm.  Nickles,  named  Admstrs. 
Franklin  County,  Pa. 

It  would  appear  that  these  two  Peter  Binkleys'  were  of  the  same  age,  both 
being  born  1773. 

Peter  Binckle  #2  is  the  writer's  great  grandfather. 

There  was  no  Binkleys'  in  Franklin  Co.,  Penna.  at  time  of  1790  Census, 
but  there  was  a  Henry  Pinckley  taxed  in  Antrim  Twp.  of  Franklin  County  during  1794, 
"1  house,  2  lots;  1  horse  &  1  cow,  and  the  same  for  1796,  and  noted  as  a  "tanner". 
There  was  a  movement  of  Binkleys'  from  Berks  &  Lancaster  Counties  from  this  period 
on,  Grt.  grt.  uncle  John  moving  over  after  1809,  and  probably  grt.  grandfather 
Peter  (John's  brother)  about  the  same  time,  where  his  wife  Margaret  died  and  he 

married  Mary . .  and  sons  Jacob  &  Henry  were  born,  and  he  left  there 

for  Stark  County,  Ohio  around  1825-6  (uncertain).

As  has  been  noted  on  P.  2  of  Binkley  Chronology,  re,  grt.,  grt.  grand¬ 
father  Heinrich  Binkley's  family,  it  appears  strange  that  no  further  record  of  his 
daughters  Maria  Catherine  &  Phillipina  has  came  to  light,  though  it  appears  both 

were  living  when  Heinrich  made  his  will  in  1804.  Likewise  it  is  strange  there  is 
no  record  of  Heinrich's  son  Jacob,  who  probably  was  born  about  1775.  outside  of 
being  mentioned  in  Heinrich's  will.  However,  in  the  Schwartzwald  Records  of  Exeter 
Twp.,  Berks  Co.,  following  the  marriage  record  of  grt.  grandfather  Peter  Binkley, 
the  following  appears: 

Feb.  18.  1799  (  4  months  after  Peter's  marriage ) 

"Jacob  Blackenbrihler .  of  BINKLEY,  married  to  Dorothy  Fetterling.  both 
of  Amity  Twp.,  Berks  County." 

Now,  I  am  wondering  if  this  might  be  3  time  great  uncle  Jacob,  who  may 
have  been  making  his  home  with  the  Blackenbrihler  family  for  some  years  and  arrived 
at  the  point  that  he  about  lost  his  correct  name  and  was  more  commonly  known  as 
one  of  the  Blackenbrihler  family,  I  cannot  account  for  this  unusual  tie  up  of  the 
two  names  any  other  way,  and  since  there  is  no  record  of  Jacob  being  with  his  own 
family,  it  is  only  reasonable  to  think  he  was  not  living  with  his  own  family  during 
his  youth,  and  since  I've  seen  no  record  of  Jacob  in  the  1800  Census  of  Penna.  am 
inclined  to  think  he  had  left  the  state  before  1800,  and  owing  to  the  similarity 
of  given  names,  have  thought  that  he  may  be  an  Jacob  Binkley  found  elsewhere,  al¬ 
though  this  Jacob's  history  says  his  first  wife  was  Sarah  Strouder,  and  that 
doesn't  click  at  all  with  Dorothy  Fetterling.  Of  late  times  I  have  learned  that 
there  was  a  Jacob  Binkley  in  the  family  of  John  Binkley  of  No.  Humber land  Co. 
during  1789,  and  this  may  be  the  Jacob  that  moved  from  Penna.  to  Clearmont  Co., Ohio 
during  1811,  and  was  a  soldier  at  Detroit  during  the  war  of  1812.

So  far,  there  is  no  record,  except  for  grt.  uncle  Jacob,  of  where  or 
when  Grt.  grandfather  Peter's  children  were  born,  but  it  is  thought  probable  that 
all,  except  Jacob  and  Henry  were  born  in  Brecknock  Twp,,  Berks  Co.  Jacob  was  born 
in  Franklin  Co.,  according  to  the  record  in  his  own  Bible,  and  it  is  thought  that 
Henry  was  born  there  also,  but  it  is  uncertain. 
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The  children  of  Peter  Binkley  (great  grandfather)  &  wife 
Margaret  (Leide)  were:

Am  not  able  to  say  if  Peter's  children  were  born  in  the  order 
that  I  have  put  them  down;  except  Jacob  &  Henry.  These  latter  being  properly 
placed.  It  is  thought  that  William  was  the  elder,  and  probably  married  when  his 
father  left  Penna.  for  Ohio.  And  so  he  did  not  go  with  his  father  to  Stark  Co., 
Ohio.  There  was  a  law  case  developed  between  grandfather  Henry,  his  mother,  and 
the  other  heirs  of  Peter  Binkley;  over  an  agreement  of  sale  that  Peter  had  executed 
in  favor  of  son  Henry,  for  the  family  farm,  and  disputed  by  the  other  heirs,  and 
in  the  material  of  the  law  suit  the  location  of  these  other  heirs  was  given  at 
that  time,  1857.  So  far,  I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  further  trace  of  either 
William  or  Daniel. 

In  the  case  of  Iydia  (Binkley)  Smith,  I  have  frequently  wondered 
as  to  how  this  name  Lydia  came  to  be  given  to  this  daughter  of  Peter's,  as  it  did 
not  seem  to  fit,  somehow,  and  since  discovering  that  Peter's  1st  wife,  Margaret's 
family  name  was  Leide  or  Lyed,  am  inclined  to  the  idea  Iydia  was  either  an  approxi¬ 
mation  or  corruption  of  the  family  name  Leide  or  Lyed,  and  possibly  had  something 
else  in  front  of  it,  such  as  Anna,  Maria,  etc.  But  in  Peter's  will  it  is  written 
as  "Iydia".  However,  he,  Peter,  was  an  old  man  at  that  time;  84  yrs .  and  had  a 
very  small  command  of  English,  most  likely,  since  grandfather  Henry  spoke  the 
Penna.  Dutch  as  well  or  better  than  English,  hence  I  gather  that  the  language  of 
the  household  would  be  Penna.  Duthh.

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  explain,  that  the  greater  part  of  the 
picture  I  have  constructed,  (  or  tried  to)  is  based  on  the  material  that  quoted 
herein,  which  I  have  thought  to  be  Germane  to  the  subject,  and  not  on  my  own  per¬ 
sonal  knowledge  of  the  family  line.  For  it  was  with  great  grandfather  Peter  that  my 
knowledge  ended,  and  that  much  only  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  as  a  child  in  Wayne 
County,  Ohio  we  lived  nearby  to  the  little  cemetery  where  Peter  was  buried,  and  I 
would  often  visit  his  grave,  and  wondered  on  matters  of  family  background.  (Where 
Great  grandmother  Mary  (Polly)  is  buried  has  not  been  established,  so  far.) 

Hence,  it  is  certain  that  some  parts  of  ray  reasoning,  especially 
behind  Peter  in  Penna.  will  be  wrong  in  spots,  as  new  material  on  the  subject  is 
discovered.  I  have  had  to  rearrange  the  picture  many  times,  but  it  is  gradually 
clearing  up,  back  to  the  GAP  between  Great  Great  Grandfather  Heinrich  of  Cocalico 
Twp.  Lancaster  Co.  and  Heidelberg  Twp.  of  Befcks  Co.  and  the  emmigr^nt  ancestors. 

The  question  being,  Who  was  Heinrich's  father,  his  brothers,  etc.,  and  their  re¬ 
lationship  with  Michael  and  his  son  Marx. 

I  might  add,  that  there  was  a  traditional  story  in  the  family, 
that  I  have  heard  related,  as  a  child,  to  the  effect  "  That  some  Binkley,  (perhaps 
one  of  the  3  original  emmigrant  brothers)  was  taken  from  his  sick  bed  and  ill  used 
by.  the  soldiers.  To  the  end  that  he  was  either  killed  or  died  as  a  result  of  this

usage".  This  probably  was  supposed  to  have  happened  during  the  Rev.  War.  Like¬ 
wise  it  has  been  said  "that  one  section  of  the  Binkley  clan  in  Penna.  was  either 
"Torry"  or  at  least  remained  aloof  and  neutral  during  the  conflict  of  the  Rev.  War", 


Note:  My  early  thinking  that  Jacob  Binkley  of  Clearmont  Co.,  Ohio  was  the  son 

of  grt.grt.  grandfather  Heinrich  Binkley,  now  appears  to  be  an  error, 
and  the  family  connection,  if  any,  is  not  clear.  This  Jacob  Binkley, 
seemingly  was  a  Dunkerd,  or  Mennonite  and  probably  was  a  connection  of 
Johannes  Binkley,  that  arrived  with  Felix  Iandis  and  Herr  families ; 
settling  in  the  present  Twp's.  of  Lampeter  &  Manor,  then  known  as  (Old 
Hickory).

Note  the  information  supplied  by  Mrs,  Hellard  RE:  the  above  two  children 
(Elizabeth  and  Daniel)  of  Jacob's  second  family.  It  is  probable  that  the  "Susanah 
Binkley,  age  71,  born  in  Maryland"  that  was  living  with  your  grt.grt.  grandfather 
David  Stouder  during  i860,  was  the  Mrs.  Susan  Fuller,  that  married  Jacob  Binkley 
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prior  to  1833,  and  may  have  been  David  Stouder's  sister. 

Mrs.  Earl  Hellard,  734  Harrison  St.,  Defiance,  Ohio  supplies  this  infor¬ 
mation  : 

"Daniel  Binkley  was  the  brother  of  her  G. mother,  Mrs.  William  (Elizabeth 
Binkley)  Durrah  .  .  .  Daniel  was  not  married.  .  .  store  clerk  in  Biab&ndtti  and 
Clearmont  Co.,  Ohio  ...  He  came  to  Defiance  to  fisit  his  sister's  family  (The 
Durrahs ' )  became  ill  and  died  there.  .  .  buried  in  the  Durrah  Family  plot,  Lot  77 
Block  2,  Brunersburg  Cemetery.,  4  miles  outside  of  Defiance.  The  Co,  records  re¬ 
port  "Daniel  Binkley  died  July  13,  1892,  Nobe  Twp.  Defiance  Co.,  Ohio,  Age  60  yrs. 
one  month,  6  days.  Born  in  Clearmont  Co.,  Ohio;  cause  of  death,  Dropsy,  Occupation 
Clerk." 

Mrs.  Hellard  says  that  she  believes  that  her  grandmother  Elizabeth  (Binkley) 
Durrah  died  in  Clearmont  Co.,  Ohio  and  is  buried  in  the  Newtonsville  Cemetery.  On 
the  same  lot  with  Daniel  Binkley  in  the  Brunersburg  Cemetery  there  is  buried  a 
Rachel  Binkley,  wife  of  William  Binkley  (probably  the  2nd  wife  of  Jacob  Binkley's 
5th  son,  William).  The  Defiance  Co,  records  reveal  that  she  was  born  Rachel  Clancy 

(or  Glandy)  Aug.  8,  1833,  Clearmont  Co.,  Ohio.  Her  father  being  John  Glancy.  She 

died  Feb,  8,  1911  in  Defiance  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Hellard,  Age  77  yrs.,  5  mos.  9 
days. 

Mrs.  Hellard  says  that  he  first  husband  was  a  Mr.  Willis,  a  Civil  War  Veteran 
of  Clearmont  Co.,  Ohio  and  that  she  married  William  Binkley  after  Mr.  Willis'  death. 

The  foregoing  would  seem  to  establish  the  "hook  up"  between  the  Jacob  Binkley  of 

Clearmont  Co.,  Ohio  and  the  Strouder  family,  and  supplys  some  information  on  two  of 
Jacob  Binkley's  children  of  the  second  family.

Pink ley,  he  apparently  came  in  1719  from  Canton  Berne,  Switzerland  with  a  party, 
including  the  Landis  and  Herr  families.  They  settled  in  the  locality  then  known 
as  "Old  Hickory"  presently  the  Twps.  of  Lampeter  and  Manor,  in  Lancaster  County, 
Penna.  This  group  of  the  name  was  largely  Dunkard  &  Mennonite,  some  numbers  still

in  that  locality,  and  up  to  this  time  there  is  no  indication  of  relationship  with 
the  Binkleys'  to  follow. 

The  second  arrival  was  Hans  Michael  Ping ley,  on  the  ship  Billander- 
Oliver,  arriving  at  Philadelphia  lug,  26,  1735.  The  ship's  Capt.  lists  his  passen¬ 
gers  as  "Switzers,  late  inhabitants  of  the  Canton  Berne",  one  record  says  he  was 
"23  yrs.  old".  He  is  later  found  in  Berks  Co.,  Penna. 

The  third  arrivals,  came  on  the  ship  Princess  Augusta,  Sept.  16,  1736,  at 
Philadelphia,  and  were  described  as  "Palatines"  by  Capt.  Samuel  Marchant,  who  lists 
the  Binkleys'  as  follows  in  his  report:  11  Pe  tier  Pinckley.age  28  yrs.,  Pet  ter  Pink- 
elie.  age  32  yrs?  ,  Hance  Pinkelie.  age  41  yrs., and  Hance  Pinkelie.  age  18  yrs. 
Jacob  Bincklie  arrived  on  the  ship  Hope,  Doc.  29,  1772.  Johannes  Binackle  arrived 
Sept,  24,  1742  on  the  ship  Robert  &  Alice.  John  Peter  Binckli  arrived  Nov.  3,1750, 
on  the  ship  Brotherhood.  Nothing  further  is  known  of  these  three  last  arrivals. 

The  Petter  Pinkelie.  "age  32  yrs."  spent  some  years  in  Penna.  then  moved  to  the 
Moravian  settlement  of  Wachovia,  near  Winston-Salem,  N.  Carolina.  Nothing  further 
known  of  the  other,  or  which  one  may  be  my  immigrant  ancestor.  After  the  Rev.  War 
the  Binkley  clan  split  up  and  moved  off  in  different  directions.  Cne  group  being 
found  in  Frederick  &  Washington  Co.,  Md.  Another  group  in  Virginia,  another  in 
Tennessee,  another  in  Franklin  Co. , Penna. (D.F.B.  people)  another  in  Perry  Co., Ohio 
also  Clearmont  Co., Ohio,  Stark  Co.,  Ohio,  Lancaster  and  Berks  Co.,  Penna.  and  just 
where  they  all  fit  in,  or  the  connection,  if  any,  is  not  apparent  to  the  writer  at 
this  time.  There  is  great  confusion  in  the  spelling  of  the  name,  over  40  differ¬ 
ent  spellings  have  been  counted. 

I  am  at  a  loss  to  account  for,  or  even  guess,  as  to  who  the  Charles  Binkley, 
that  married  Sarah  Stouder  in  Clearmont  Co.,  Ohio  Oct.  28,  1832  that  you  mentioned 
might  be.

It  would  appear  that  the  Binkleys’  were  located  mostly  in  Lower 
Heidelburg  Twp.  of  Berks  Co.  during  the  period  1750-1770  where  they  are  found  in 
the  records  of  the  St.  Johns  (Haines)  Ref.  Church  of  Wernersville,  and  also  to  some  e 
extent  in  the  records  of  Muddy  Creek,  Ref.  Church  of  E.  Cocalico  Twp.,  Lancaster  Co, 

and  from  the  late  1790s'  on  they  are  found  in  the  records  of  the  Swamp  Ref.  Church 

of  Little  Cocalico,  W.  Cocalico  Twp.,  Lancaster  Co.  It  is  thought  that  the  above 
Heinrich  Binckley,  (the  writer's  grt.  grt.  grandfather)  probably  changed  his  loca¬ 
tion  during  the  1770s'  to  Cocalico  Twp.,  Lancaster  Co.  where  he  owned  land,  some  of 
which  lay  in  Berks  Co.  (Deed  Book  B,  Voli  2,  P.  145,  Lancaster  Co,).  Grt.  Grt.

John  Loescher),  Anna  Maria,  (Mrs.  Nicholas  Loescher).,  Maria  Catherine,  and  Philli¬ 
pina.  No  further  record  of  these  two  last  named  daughters  has  been  found  at  this 

time.  Likewise  there  is  no  record  of  son  Jacob  at  this  time  either,  beyond  his  name 

mentioned  in  Heinrich's  will.

Christian  Binkley’s  Company  at  the  sane  period.  This  probably  the  same  Henry

Peter  had  14  children  by  this  first  marriage. 

They  landed  in  America  with  his  brother  John  and  Family  Sept.  16,  1736,  at 
Philadelphia  and  located  at  Warwick,  north  of  Lancaster  City  in  Lancaster  Co., Pa. 
later  moved  to  Catories,  nine  miles  north  of  Yorktown,  in  York  County,  Penna. 

In  1749  he  married  the  widow  Maria  Margaretha  Geiger  Schemel 
In  1763  he  moved  to  Manakosy,  Maryland,  to  be  near  a  school. 

In  1772  he  moved  to  Wachovia,  N.  Carolina,  3  miles  from  Bethania.  Peter  was  a 

faithful  Christian  and  established  himself  and  family  with  the  Moravian  Church  at 
Bethania. 

He  died  August  20,  1793,  And  is  buried  in  Moravian  Cemetery  at  Bethania,  about 
seven  miles  northwest  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C.  Of  his  23  children  11  were  still 
living.  He  left  62  grandchildren  and  56  great-grandchildren,  a  total  of  129.  That 

was  as  near  as  they  could  learn.  However  I  think  most  of  these  were  the  younger 

of  second  family.  I  think  that  many  of  the  first  family  moved  North  and  West  from 
Lancaster  Co.
